PECULIAR RITES OF SOLTH AMERI- 
CAN INDIANS. 


Women are Not Allowed to See Wea- 
pons Used to Drive Off 
Spirits. 


Ii is not generally known that while 
the wild type of American Indian has 
almost passed from the North American 
continent, there still exist in South 
Anierica tribes of savages not as ad- 
vanced in kivilization as those which 
met Columbus when he landed on Am- 
€érican soil. The barbarous tribes are 
Supposed now-a-days to inhabit Africa 
and the Far Eeast. 

W. O. Cook partly in the interest of 
the Bureau of American Ethnology. 
has made a recent trip to certain por- 
licns of South America, where he came 
in contact with these South American 
Indians, and he tells of the strange 
people in a most interesting way, 
With Mr. Cook was Senhor Antonio 
Candido de (Carvalho, a noted Brazil- 
lan explorer, Thege two coNected many 
native implements, ornaments, and 
other objects, which are in the Nutional 
Museum here. 


EXPERT HEAD DRESSING. 


“The long, straight, coarse bleck hair 
of both males and females hangs in ‘a 
tangled mass about their, shoulders, ex- 
cept above the forehead, where it is 
kept chopped off to form bangs. Nearly 
al’ the single young plaster these bangs 
with a sort of red pulty made from the 
small vellowish-red fruit of the burity 
palm and fish oil, and the same paste 
is used to paint the entire body.

Since a boy in his teens, Segura’s one 
ambition was to become a famous torea- 
dor. After five years’ continual hard 
work he has achieved the-distinction and 
is to-day hailed as a master in the very 
first flight of famous bull-fighlers of the 
world. Segura achieved this distinction 
in. this city when he was publicly 
crowned in the Madrid arena the other 
day by the celebrated Fuentes, 

On his native heath in Mexico, Se- 
gura, as a boy, equipped himself with 
the bull-fighter’s regalia,and his father 
having constructed a ring for him, 
fovght calves. He soon graduated to 
cows and then to young bulls. _ 

At last, on his eighteenth birthday, 
his ee allowed the young Vincente 
to fight his first full-grown and savage 
bull. It was a fele day on the State, 
Amid loud aclaim from the tenants and 
villagers, Segura skillfully deSpatched 
his animal, Shortly after this Antonio 
Montes, the famous prima espada of 
Spain, journeyed to Mexico and South 
America there to give exhibilions of his 
skill. He was invited to pay a visit to 
the Pachucha ranch and young Segura 
received many valuable lessons al his 
handse Thee master also alluwed the 
ycung man to join his troupe at some 
of the nearby fights, and in afew 
months Segura was the most skilled of 
ali Mexican toreudors.

But there was no 
one on the Western continent to give 
Segura the official) investitule, the aller- 
native Which a young matador must re- 
ceive in u public exhibition from a mias- 
icv before becoming an acknowledged 
icreador. This alternetiva is the sort of 
reception given in the days of old to 
scuires who entered the charmed circles 
a? chivalry as knights cn haying won 
their spurs. 

So Segura set off for Spain. He was 
net heralded in udvance im Madrid.
